ABC had rugby 
coverage all in // on 612 and 738 both of which were about at best 
ever levels. 594 was // and best ever level. Surprisingly, 702 never 
managed any decent audio and had a wild SAH between the 2BL and NZ 
carriers. 


Many other carriers noted and a couple needed to be notched to allow 
better copy of weak adjacent domestics. 


Try as I did, I simply am not sure whether I managed to // 630 with 
612 at 1138 when domestic stuff on 630 took a dive. One problem was 
that 630 was noted with an accented gal earlier and that rugby from 
ABC had a man and a woman talking.

*xk AUSTRALIA. ABC SHORTWAVE BROADCASTING TO THE PACIFIC TO BE REVIEWED 


On Radio Australia's Pacific Beat webpage: 


"The decision to end Australian shortwave broadcasting to the Pacific 
earlier this year could be revisited. There's to be a review of Asia 
Pacific broadcasting services, as part of a wide ranging package of 
reforms to the country's media laws agreed to by independent Senator 
Nick Xenophon. 


The Department of Communications and the Department of Foreign Affairs 
and Trade are to conduct a review, including examining whether 
shortwave radio technology should be used. The review will include 
public consultation and the report will be made public. 


Senator Nick Xenophon has been strenuously opposed to the decision by 
the ABC to end shortwave services, and he was a key crossbench figure 
in negotiations over the media reforms." (Posted by the ABC 9 hours 
ago).

I would think so as well. Actually they did not specify Mix 106 --- 
that was me; and the only comments were about 106.1 except for one by 
a Jonathan; and now by me, on that page. cd (Dunne, ibid.) 


And there was TV channel 11 in Bermuda, an NBC station, which ceased 
broadcasting at the end of August 2014:

The VSB people in late 1990s were really into live streaming --- 
including channel 11 during NBC primetime! That didn't last long. 1450

VSB TO CEASE RADIO BROADCASTING ON SUNDAY

The DeFontes Broadcasting Company has announced that they will cease 
their radio broadcasting at 5.00 pm on Sunday, September 17th. 


The company announced the impending closure over the air today, 
saying, iSadly, despite the support of listeners and advertisers, and 
the offering of the islandis best radio news programming, it has not 
been possible to achieve a viable commercial business with the ability 
to expand.i 


iThe excess number of radio stations in Bermuda also made it difficult 
to attract the necessary advertising, consequently, VSB Radio will 
cease broadcasting at 5 pm on Sunday, September 17.1 


The station added that the icommunity should take this news as another 
wake up call about the increasing difficulty that print and broadcast 
media are having in remaining afloat in the face of the turn of 
advertising on social media.i 


Citing financial losses, the company ceased broadcasting their 
television channel in August 2014, however kept their radio stations 
on air for the past three years.

Radio Free Asia yesterday confirmed that all its staffers in Cambodia 
would see their contracts expire at the end of the month and its 
operations would only continue outside the country, despite a few 
reporters saying that they would continue to work for the broadcaster 
after the shutting down of its Phnom Penh bureau. 


The radio broadcaster on Tuesday announced that it will cease its 
operations in the Kingdom following attempts to resolve a tax 
compliance issue and a licensing dispute with the Ministry of 
Information. The US-funded RFA said it would continue to operate out 
of Washington, DC. 


The Kingdom is currently in the throes of a wide-ranging clampdown on 
independent media, with the often critical Cambodia Daily newspaper 
publishing its final edition on September 4 after a month-long dispute 


with the government over a purported $6.3 million tax bill. 


The closure followed the shuttering of more than 30 radio frequencies 
across the country, disproportionately affecting RFA, Voice of America 
and Voice of Democracy broadcasts. 


Rohit Mahajan, spokesman for RFA in the US, reiterated yesterday that 
the bureau would be closed and in-country reporting stopped, meaning 

that contracts for staffers would expire at the end of the month and 

would not be renewed after that. 


"We are not renewing any contracts. RFA is going to continue covering 
Cambodia using networks of trusted sources inside the country that we 
have built over the 20 years we had a presence there," he said. 


This meant the broadcaster would adopt a model followed in "other 
closed societies, like Laos", where news was reported despite having 
no local reporters, he added. 


However, an RFA staffer, who requested anonymity, said despite the 
closure of the bureau, he intended to continue to report from home for 
the broadcaster. 


"We have a commitment to continue to the work for what we consider as 
a benefit for listeners, and we continue to work professionally," he 
said. A similar sentiment was conveyed by another RFA reporter. 


While the Ministry of Finance had suggested action against both RFA 
and VOA for tax and licensing issues, Information Ministry spokesman 
Ouk Kimseng said that RFA Bureau Chief Chi Vita had approached the 
ministry in 2016 to formalise the broadcaster's operations, but did 
not follow up. 


"He did not implement [the procedures] and now they accuse the 
ministry," he said. "When they do not respect the law, there is no 
tolerance." 


VOA said it would continue its coverage of the country, mostly through 
short- and medium-wave transmissions and their website. "We continue 
to work on the question of tax liabilities and registration in 
Cambodia," said VOA Public Relations Officer Michelle Harris (via Mike

The nearest DC-systems in Greece and Mr. Cristian 
Mocanu (Romania) can also check this. Please do not forget - the 
tractor is every day, and the buzz in different unpredictable days of 
the month (something like this can be observed with the station from 
Kyrgyzstan "Voice of Life" at 5130 kHz).

And all other applicants had apparently no interest 
whatsoever. Hardly a surprise, I can not imagine how such a concept 
could be commercially viable, even with all those people in Berlin who 
"not yet" (which means: will never) speak German.

MARK Tully recently wrote, "Whenever I talk to students of journalism 
in India about radio I am told ‘It's dead. Killed by television'. As 
the presenter of a radio programme broadcast in Britain I know that's 
certainly not true there." In India, however, "while the government 
has lost control over television it retains a monopoly over radio 
news". 


As Dan Rather put it, television news has been ‘dumbed down'. It seeks 
eyeballs to the screen in order to build ratings and sell advertising. 
What alternative has the citizen but to switch over to a foreign radio 
or TV channel since the news on All India Radio (AIR) is even more 
slanted than the chauvinistic fare doled out by TV channels evening 
after evening? 


Television has come to stay. But that is no reason for neglecting 
radio aS a poor cousin. One of India's finest judges told the writer 
that he prefers to listen to the news on radio rather than watch it on 
TV. It sticks more firmly in the mind. 


Curbs on FM channels are a violation of rights. 


As far as news and commentaries on the news are concerned, radio 
triumphs over TV. The BBC's news reaches villages early in the 
morning, long before the newspapers arrive. In the evenings, they 
listen to Urdu or Hindu news broadcasts, which they find to be more 
credible than local print or TV press. They may be wrong in this view. 


The point is that they have a right to choose. There is no privately 
owned shortwave radio station in India. Across 84 cities, 281 private 
FM channels are operational. The government has decided to e-auction 
839 more channels in 294 cities. It has granted permission for 519 
community radio stations, out of which 201 are operational. But they 
are banned from broadcasting news, gathered independently by their own 
correspondents or other sources, as well as current affairs 
programmes. 


On Nov 28, 2008, the Telecom Regulatory Authority of India recommended 
that private FM broadcasters "may only be permitted to broadcast news, 
taking content from AIR, Doordarshan, authorised TV news channels, 
United News of India, Press Trust of India and any other authorised 
news agency without any substantive change in the content". On July 
25, 2011, FM was allowed broadcast of FM radio news bulletins of AIR, 
without any addition or modification. 


An NGO, Common Cause, filed a petition in the Supreme Court of India 
in 2013 to declare the curbs violate the fundamental right to freedom 
of speech and expression. The curbs are embodied in the policy 
guidelines and grant of permission agreement drawn up by the 
government. The petition pointed out that no other democratic country 
had similar restrictions. "None of the USA's 14,000-plus radio 
stations, the 2,000-odd stations in Spain or the 1,000-plus stations 
each in Italy, France, Greece and Australia are barred from airing 
news and cultural affairs. In fact, many stations are solely news 
channels, including specialised ones for community radio." The apex 
court noted that few can afford to open a private TV channel, but 
people can open FM and community radio stations. 


The home ministry's reply drew an alarming picture. "Broadcast of news 
by these stations/channels may pose a possible security risk as there 
is no mechanism to monitor the contents of the news bulletins of every 
such station. These stations may be exploited by foreign/radical 
organisations to broadcast radical views." At present, broadcasting 
news bulletins and current affairs programmes on radio are AIR's 
"exclusive preserve". 


The court took the matter up on Feb 15, 2017. It merely asked the 
government to allow community radio and private FM radio stations to 
broadcast news, but on the basis of information available in the 
public domain. According to a report, the court said it "might not be 
feasible to give a free hand to private radio stations to broadcast 
their own news as it might create ‘havoc' in sensitive areas like the 
northeast and Jammu and Kashmir, but they should be permitted to take 
the contents of newspapers and TV channels to broadcast them". This is 
poor consolation to the citizen. 


The government's counsel gave the familiar excuse "national security 
and public order". Anti-nationals might use private radios "for 
propagating their agenda". The court questioned the government's right 
to foist AIR's news bulletins on private radio stations. But the only 
concession it mentioned was freedom to air contents of newspapers and 
TV channels. 


There is no pre-censorship news on powerful TV channels or the press. 
There is no reason why FM radio or community radios, of far more 
limited range, should be subjected to such humiliating curbs which 
impair their credibility and worth. In any case the curbs are 
inherently void. They violate the fundamental right to free speech. 
The radio is a part of the citizen's daily life -- an inseparable 
friend.

Kerman is about 500 km from the nearest Arabic-speaking countries 
across mostly mountainous terrain. On 1224 kHz it would hardly provide 
a service there in daytime from an omnidirectional antenna, even with 
400 kW, so Kish seems more plausible as the site for this particular 
frequency." 


Yes, I agree and think that this is much more plausible, because Kish 
island is a perfect location for a mediumwave transmitter site 
broadcasting towards the Emirates, parts of Saudi-Arabia and Yemen. 


A few more clues about the directional beam of both antenna masts, 
which is 210degr, were monitored some time ago, as early as in 
December 2008 on 2 different remote receivers situated in South 
Africa, which would lie exactly within the extended target area of the 
antenna beam. 


So, back then I was a bit puzzled about the strong signal strength 
coming into South Africa, which is commonly received over there every 
evening, and I wondered whether it was really broadcasting on the 
Kerman transmitter site.

Evidently the PL-880 too is putting out 
a harmonic from IF, enough to QRM the TV as I can correlate by turning 
the SW off and on. 


RF 42, Sept 18 at 1448 UT, barely enough morning tropo to visiblize 
sporadically KBZC-LD OKC. Keeps changing its lineup of subchannels. 
Now 42-2 is Tuff TV, with **creating conservative political talk 
show’*, “Live from Studio 6B’, set up like a radio studio. Program 
website and Tuff TV +program sked websites won't finish loading.

ALL INDIA RADIO & RADIO HAVANA CUBA INTERFERENCE COMPLAINT 


I lodged a complaint with All India Radio over its 1615 to 1715 UT 
15140 kHz Russian service to Eastern Europe. I lodged a complaint of 
interference to Radio Sultanate Of Oman 15140 with the India Prime 
Ministers Office, The Telecom Regulatory Authority Of India, The 
Prasar Bharati Board and All India Radio engineering staff. 


The 1615 UT broadcast on 15140 signs on around 1608 with a loud, 
annoying tone and then starts programming 7 minutes later; the tone 
by itself under poor conditions is noticeable and painful when 
listening to Oman. When conditions are good, AIR's programming often 
overrides Radio Sultanate Of Oman, making it unlistenable. 


I urged them to investigate the interference and also aid there is 


surely another frequency they could find to use. The CEO of the Prasar 
Bharati Board already wrote back and has said he's instructed the team 
to investigate. 


I also filed a complaint with Radio Havana Cuba, emailing the station 
itself, Arnie Coro and a Cuban Embassy. We all know RHC really doesn't 
care, so I'll figure out where else to go from here with this complain 
from Cuba because their 15140 at 1800 to 2030 UT usually completely 
obliterates Radio Sultanate Of Oman. 


Am I barking up a pointless tree? Possibly, but if we don’t protect 
this hobby and the stations we like, then what's the point? (Paul 
Walker, PA, Sept 17, ABDX via DXLD) 


Have you also contacted Radio Sultanate Of Oman? it might be nice for 
them to know someone wants to listen to their programs enough that 
they have gone to the effort of getting other stations to stop causing 
them interference. -- Cheers!

I will wait another week or so to see what more AIR has to 
say or what RHC might say before I contact Radio Sultanate Of Oman and 
the HFCC (Paul, ibid.) 


I got a reply from Arnie Coro at Radio Havana Cuba, he has some 
potentially valid points (I admit, I don't know a lot about ITU/HFCC) 
but I can only make observations/complaints based upon my listening 
and what knowledge I do have. 


Estimado SeOor Walker: I have just read your e'mail and will be 
mailing my reply to it as soon as we finish fixing up all the damages 
suffered due to hurricane Irma impacting on our eastern and central 
provinces and also here in Havana where I live. 


But before sending my reply, be assured that we have nothing to do 
with the non official group known as HFCC, We register all our 
frequencies directly to the International Telecommunications Union, 
the United Nations agency locate in Geneva, Switzerland. 


By reading your mail on a first pass, it is quite evident that you are 
not familiar with the frequency planning process that is part of the 


ITU Radio Rules and Regulations. 


Be assured that we only broadcast to properly identified CIRAF ITU 
Zones, where other stations have not registered their use of those 
zones. 


It seems like, and I would check again that the Oman station has not 
registered their 15140 broadcast to the areas where we are providing a 
high quality service, as the reports we receive tell us. 


I include your own text regarding Radio Sultanate of Oman, that 
obviously does not intend to be hard in North America as they are 
beaming to Western Europe !!! 


*15140 kHz is the frequency in question. At 1400 UTC 7 days a week, 
Radio Sultanate of Oman signs on and beams to Western Europe sometimes 
from 1500 until their 2200 sign off. They generally do an hour of 
English from 1500 to 1600, switching back to Arabic at 1600 and 
sometimes they conduct an extended relay of their English 
programming. 


As soon as possible I would reply in greater detail, as we have not 
received any complaints from the above mentioned station.

But not all of them managed to crush, and on December 6, 1990 (a 
historical date!), DXists from all over the country gathered in the 
premises of one of the sports clubs of Leningrad to talk about their 
hobbies and discuss current problems. The founders of this conference 
were the first speakers of the conference A. Osipov and M. Timofeev 
from Leningrad. They talked about how about a year ago they managed to 
officially declare the "Le-Ningrad ICh Circle", created with the help 
of one of the district committees of the Komsomol and with the 
technical assistance of the Leningrad amateur radio center 
"Interradio", uniting "official" shortwave. 


The author of these lines, at the request of the participants of the 
conference, acquainted the audience with the work of the World Radio 


Moscow Service in Russian (for foreigners who know the Russian 
language), about the achievements and problems of the Soviet radio in 
general, about radio-glutenins in the USSR, about the program for fans 
of long-distance reception "Club DC" [DX?], created at the Moscow 
Radio in 1989, answered the questions of the conference participants. 


One of the founders of the now created "Moscow DX Association", M. 
Paramonov, spoke about the activities of this public organization, its 
tasks and difficulties ... 


Known around the world, Okhist, journalist of the Belgian Radio F. 
Fossen [Frans Vossen] warmly congratulated the audience from the first 
in the history of the Soviet Union amateur conference of the recently 
hobbled by the authorities of the hobby and wished that in the near 
future such conferences or rallies would be more animated and "bold". 
Indeed, the young radio amateurs, who first came together for an in- 
depth discussion of their problems, initially felt somewhat 
restrained, but then, getting to know each other more closely and with 
hospitable hosts, they felt at home. 


The main topics discussed at the conference: the long and difficult 
passage of mail abroad and back; impossibility of legal acquisition in 
USSR international postal coupons for payment of postal replies of 
poor foreign radio stations or for the purchase of a variety of 
literature published for DX-stories; almost complete absence on the 
radio market of affordable and appropriate radio parameters. 


These problems worry the Soviet DX-sources most of all. All the rest 
can still be somehow solved by ourselves, although there are still 
very, very many difficulties. One of the problems is DX-information. 


In the country there is not yet a single official publication, which 
would quickly and inexpensively inform the DX-source about what is 
happening on the broadcasting ranges. As a rule, all existing DX- 
publications are amateur, reproduced on copiers or printers, which is 
not cheap. There are practically no programs for DX-talent in the 
country, except for the program "DX Club" of Moscow Radio (but it goes 
on air only in the direction of foreign countries and is poorly 
audible within the USSR), the program "Hello, DX-isty" of the 
Lithuanian Radio (they are heard only in the European part of the 
country and in European countries) and the DX program of the radio 
station Molodezhnaya (Kazakh radio), which, too audible is far from 
everywhere and far from ideal. 


Therefore, at the conference, timid requests were made to ask the All- 
Union Radio of the USSR to at least repeat the "Club DX" on the waves 
of internal broadcasting, as part of programs for young people, for 
example. Let's hope that this material will read the Main the 


Directorate of Programs of the All-Union Radio, and its chief 
director, A. Akhtyrsky, will be imbued with a sense of concern for the 
needs of Soviet radio listeners. 


Permanent author and presenter of the program "Hello, DX-ists!" 
Lithuanian radio S. Zhilenis [Zilionis?] told about how his transfer 
is being prepared, and the author of these lines could only envy 
simplicity, expediency and minimum formalities on the Lithuanian 
radio: This is completely incomparable with what it takes daily 
collide on the Moscow radio, where, according to the law, "there is no 
censorship," but it nevertheless exists, because in Moscow the famous 
decree of the President of the USSR "On further democratization and 
development Soviet TV and radio broadcasting" is carried out with 
obvious, in my opinion, exceeding the requirements set forth in this 
document. 


In particular, in the DX-programs of the Lithuanian radio, you can say 
anything, if you want, this is interesting for fans of long-distance 
reception, you can freely express your personal point of view. We have 
this forbidden, which affects the content of the broadcasts of the 
Moscow Radio. 


Participants in the DX conference found out that only in 1989 the USSR 
Ministry of Communications (after the cancellation of radio emanation) 
officially abolished the previously imposed ban on the production of 
radio-receivers with wave bands shorter than 25 meters. By truncating 
HF ranges of domestic receivers intended for the domestic market, the 
Ministry of Communications facilitated "black work" for the 
suppression of foreign broadcasting. Now the industry can produce 
receivers with any set of waves. It's just not known when this will 
happen, since now it is necessary to revise the GOST on household 
radio receiving equipment, without which no plant will do anything. 


In addition to an exchange of views and speeches, the participants of 
the First DX Conference of the USSR visited the Leningrad Radio and 
Radio and Television Broadcasting Station, where they saw with their 
own eyes how they were preparing radio programs and who broadcasts 
them. I believe that these visits were one of the most interesting 
events in the framework of the conference. 


Our kind hosts (I'll tell about them yet) organized also a sightseeing 
tour of Leningrad and a visit to the State Hermitage, which allowed 
even closer and deeper acquaintance with the kind and hospitable city 
of Petrov. 


The participants of the conference (except for the Leningraders) lived 
in the Sovetskaya Hotel and all together they chatted in her 
restaurant. For breakfasts and dinners got an impromptu continuation 


of our daily discussions. AND this is natural, because the radio 
amateur in all circumstances remains true to his hobby! 


They drove off on 9 December. Saying goodbye, Leningrad decided to 
finally powder the DX-source with the first snowball ... 


In conclusion, I can not but say a few warm words about those who 
helped to organize and conduct this, as already noted, a truly 
historic event. So, work on receiving, placing, providing transport 
participants with the transport, organizing excursions and pro- 

The creation of a good working mood was made by: Leningrad Amateur 
Radio Center "INTERRADIO", Joint Venture "Sor-Tavalatour" (Karelia), 
Voluntary Physical-the sports society of Leningrad and the production 
cooperative "REAL" (Leningrad), headed by its chairman A. Bogomaz, who 
expressed his readiness to sponsor the conference. (By the way, "REAL" 
builds and mounts, in particular, antenna structures in the USSR and 
abroad) . 


And now the conference is over. We sat down before leaving for a 
minute and thought .... What can I say? The first step is made, and 
this is very important. We personally met and became friends for these 
incomplete four days of stay in Leningrad. But - new contacts, new 
friends, new information, new ideas. 


"The first pancake." No, not "lumpy". Although there were "lumps" in 
it, but it's normal - after all, for the first time! Legally! And, 
honestly, this pancake seemed to us very, very delicious ...

*xxk US A. VOA MEDIUMWAVE STATIONS IN THE FLORIDA KEYS - 2 


On a previous occasion here in Wavescan, we presented the story of the 
short term VOA mediumwave relay station that was established on Garden 
Island in the cluster of keys known as the Dry Tortugas, in the chain 
of small islands known as the Florida Keys. This station was 
subsequently reinstalled on Sugarloaf Key. The 50 kW transmitter for 
this station came from the mediumwave broadcast station WBAL in 
Baltimore Maryland, and it operated in the Florida Keys under VOA on 
1040 kHz from 1962 to 1966. 


Over a period of time, there were two other radio transmitters in the 
Dry Tortugas Islands and these were installed on Garden Island and 
Loggerhead Key. The seven keys and associated islets and rocks in the 
Dry Tortugas are these days clustered together into a United States 
National Park at the western end of the Florida Keys. 


Wireless station RF was installed in Fort Jefferson on Garden Island 
in 1902, and it was in use for just seven years. The reason for its 
closure was the difficulty in providing logistical support for 
personnel serving on the isolated Garden Key, and also the cost of 
providing all of this necessary support. 


There was another radio station in the Dry Tortugas, and this was 
installed in the Radio Room at the base of the Dry Tortugas Lighthouse 
on Loggerhead Key, three miles west of Fort Jefferson. The Dry 
Tortugas Lighthouse on Loggerhead Key stood 150 ft tall and its light 
could be seen 35 miles distant. 


The first radiobeacon in Florida, as a wireless guide for passing 
shipping, was established on Loggerhead Key on December 21, 1927. A 
small communication transmitter was installed in the Radio Room at the 
lighthouse and this was on the air on 3410 kHz under the callsign WST. 


Another VOA mediumwave relay station was installed on Sisteris Creek 
Island in Marathon Key and it was taken into regular service on 
November 12, 1962. This VOA station was made up of three transportable 
vans with a three tower antenna array, and the normal operating 
frequency of its 50 kW transmitter was 1180 kHz. However, during the 
Cuban Missile Crisis in the previous month of October, this station 
was temporarily on the air on 1040 kHz, the same channel as the other 
VOA station on Garden Island. 


During the year 1982, the United States navy constructed another 50 kW 
medium radio station with four antenna towers at its communication 
center on Saddlebunch Key. Seven years later, during a massive 
rebuilding of the VOA station on Sisteris Island-Marathon Key, the 


Saddlebunch station took over the regular VOA-Radio Marti programming 
that was beamed to Cuba. 


During the Cuban crisis, which was precipitated by the collapse of the 
Soviet Union two years later in 1991, approval was granted for the 
usage of the full power output of 100 kW from VOA Marathon. The output 
from the twin 50 kW Continental transmitters was combined to provide 
the power level of 100 kw. 


A new transmitter complement at 100 kW was installed in 2008, and 
during the following year new antenna towers were erected. 


In our two part series on the mediumwave VOA relay stations in the 
Florida Keys, we have presented the story of four different stations.

Because of the superior strategic location and extremely low operating 
costs of the Kuwait Transmitting Station, in FY 2016 TSI began 
expanding that facility to provide transmission to places where 
shortwave remains important. 


Installation of one additional antenna began in FY 2017. Installation 
of three other transmitters and procurement of required antennas will 
continue in FY 2017 into FY 2018. This will complete the build out of 
the station to the full transmitter capacity allowed by the current 
agreement with the Government of Kuwait, allowing BBG to serve 
virtually all legacy SW audiences in the most cost-effective manner 


possible. 
FY 2017 AND FY 2018 INITIATIVES 


BCI investment funds will be used to continue the planned 
reconfiguration and expansion of the shortwave broadcast 
infrastructure at the Kuwait Transmitting Station. This will allow BBG 
to enhance transmission to multiple regions, including Africa, and 
achieve cost savings for shortwave broadcasts. 


Because of the very low cost of electrical power in Kuwait, the Kuwait 
Transmitting Station is the least expensive IBB station to operate. 
This project will allow the agency to shift mission-critical but 
higher cost transmissions from other stations in the IBB network to 
Kuwait. 


ALSO: 


The BBG made progress in improving its transmission capability. Major 
improvements to the shortwave transmission capability of the Kuwait 
Transmitting Station are in process, which will provide increased 
transmission capability to Iran, Central Asia, and Africa at very 
economical cost. 


These areas are of strategic importance and still have notable 
shortwave audiences. BBG ceased all transmissions from the Sri Lanka 
station in June 2016 and optimized the remaining network to focus 
shortwave transmissions where they are still effective. END

Brief Transmitter Outage of WRMI on 11580 kHz on Sunday Evening [Sept 
17] --- Looks like there are still some operational hick-ups as WRMI 
tries to get fully back on its feet. During the second broadcast of 
"Shortwave Radiogram," which begins at 2330 UT on 11580 kHz, the 
Signal disappeared for about three minutes towards the end of the 
program while an image of Saturn was being sent. The transmitter came 
back in time for the program sign off. Perhaps this was a brief 
commercial power outage due to some continuing work on the power 
distribution network (-- Richard Langley, Sept 18, ibid.)

Schedule --- From my recording last Sunday evening, 17-18 September,

7570, Sept 18 at 2335, WRMI 7570 is off again after a revival, while 
7730 remains off, and 7780 is BS. Sept 19 at 0603, 7570 is back on 
with BS // 5850 and 7780.

xx US A. [WBCQ 7490v-AM, into UT Sept 16] Tonight's AWWW --- Show 
started about thirty seconds early this evening. No dropouts or 
interruptions. Allan stated that they were broadcasting on 7490, 5130 
and 3250 this evening so they must have found another antenna to use 
for one of the transmitters. Allan later announced during the first 
phone call that 5130 and 3250 were now diplexed on the rhombic 
antenna. 


First forty minutes of the program was back to back phone calls. Some 
political discussion during the phone calls.

DIGEST) 


Mark Sills in Dallas left a phone message circa Sept 14 that Randi 
Steele had died, liver failure on way to hospital. NE[e] Randy Ripley, 
was ops manager at WBCQ, and as a transgender person had a rather 
acrimonious split with the station some 18 years ago. No further 
details or confirmation (Glenn Hauser, Sept 15, dxldyg via WORLD OF 
RADIO 1896, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Dave Zantow forwarded the above to Allan Weiner. I don’t tune in 
“AWWW* until 0050 UT Sept 16 on 7490, when he is already talking about 
Randi, summarizing: In 1998-1999 she helped get WBCQ going; a talented 
person but had an uncompromising streak. Had a problem with Brother 


Scare, kept calling AW at all hours of the night to complain about his 
anti-homosexual, anti-transgender rants. Allan, who still loves BS, 
and believes he really is the prophet of God, concedes that such 
behavior is Unbiblical, and founded on Free Speech, BS gets to 
advocate such a position. 


““She still didn’t get it’’, that FS is all-important at WBCQ. She was 
doing an afternoon show then on 7415. In April or May of 1999 she 
“threw BS off and took over the station’*. AW was in Kennebunk at the 
time, had to drive up to Monticello and take it back. Randi left and 
he never talked to her again; heard she was in Wisconsin programming 
an LPFM. 


At 0100, AW mentions that tonight he is also on ‘‘the nifty 32-50", 
but poor here in storm noise level.

Bill’s old spot Thursday 7-7:30 pm ET will have a repeat of ‘Camp 
Constitution Radio’, which Allan also likes (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD

xx US A. My Hurricane Irma Experience --- Well okay, I'm alive, just 
got power back on after a 24 hour failure. I've been through many 
hurricanes and chased huge tornadoes but this is the first time that I 
actually gotten scared. I had decided to hunker down and ride the 
hurricane out AND BOY WHAT A MISTAKE!!! 


To try to make things brief because I'm tired, sweaty and stink, 

everything with Hurricane Irma was tolerable and manageable at first, 
with steadily increasing gale force wind and increasingly heavy rain. 
But then her eye wall or what was left of it came right over my house 


beginning at 12:26 am. The wind abruptly increased to NE at 82 mph 
sustained with a gust to 111 mph. Then it went calm at 12:31 am and 
the barometric pressure dropped to it's lowest point of 28.43". Then 
at 12:36 am boom the wind increased to SW at 82 mph again with a gust 
of 110 mph. The wind was singing like a soprano for what seemed like 
forever. 


It did seem to last forever as we heard and felt big trees crashing 
down around us. Two big ones just missed my house by a foot or so. We 
heard large branches hitting our house including windows and bouncing 
on and off the roof. We ended up with 3 cracked windows but no other 
damage, amazingly not even any shingles on our hurricane roof took 
off. It was an explosion of flying tree branches, roof shingles, 
street signs and mail boxes. 


And no I didn't board up my windows like a big moron. I was stupid 
about the whole thing and used very poor judgment. I had actually 
expected at least category 2 conditions but somehow thought that my 
windows would be fine. Next time I will board up the windows and 
leave. 


Again I have [to] say that it was very scary. I couldn't see anything 
outside, it was 100% dark, except exploding power transformers, it was 
very eerie. In my mind, at the beginning I thought that I was 
emotionally still in my 30's but found out that I am in my 60's or 
older. 


And my yard is a horrific mess and I'll have to hire someone with a 
chain saw to clean it all up. This evening I took a spin around the 
immediate neighborhood and it looked like it was hit by a 
hurricane. OH WAIT IS WAS. I also saw lots of big trees down and 
others stripped of leaves, houses missing shingles, mail boxes and 
street signs missing. 


As far as rain I measured 8.79" but I'm sure that my two CoCoRahs rain 
gauges under measured due to the sideways rain and threaded leaves 
blocking the funnel openings. By the way my Davis VP2 weather station 
rain gauge measured very close to my CoCoRaHs manual rain gauges. 


BTW I'm not sure that I trust the 110-111 mph wind gust readings. I 
think that they are too high. I'll have to investigate closer. 


As far as hamateur radio antennas, I lowered 3 of the 4 wire antennas 
to the ground and the 3 on the ground still got trashed by falling 
trees and flying tree limbs, including expensive really tough #12 
stranded wire, center and end insulators and long runs of RG-213 and 
LMR-400 coaxial cable. A 4th antenna away from my trees survived up in 
the air but the wire was missing some insulation probably removed by 


flying debris. 


I will no longer be able to use any of my oak trees as supports for my 
antennas as I had done since 2005. That really stinks because in order 
to get back on the air with a competitive signal I'll need to use 
steel towers and/or steel push up poles. I'm not sure if I even want 
to bother with that. 


And last but least the only bright side to the hurricane strike was a 
zero noise level on the MW and SW bands for 24 hours. Boy was that 
nice.

Solar activity was at predominately very low levels through the 
summary period, interupted by a brief period of low activity on 12 
Sep as Region 2680 (N09, L=317, class/area Hsx/140 on 12 Sep) 
produced a pair of impulsive C-class flares. 11 Sep saw the X-ray 
background elevated at the C-level due to slow decay from the X8 


flare (R3-Strong) observed at 10/1606 UTC. No Earth-directed CMEs 
were detected during the period. 


Of note, two halo CMEs were observed on 17 Sep. The first one, a 
full-halo CME, was first observed in LASCO C2 imagery at 17/1224 
UTC, while the second one was a partial-halo CME, first observed in 
LASCO C2 imagery at 17/1424 UTC. The source region of both CMEs was 
determined to be from old active Region 2673 (S09, L=119) which is 
presently on the back side of the solar disk. Old Region 2673 is due 
to return on 23 Sep. 


10 MeV and 100 MeV protons at geosynchronous orbit exceeded their 
respective event thresholds during the period, both in response to 
the X8 flare observed on 10 Sep. At 10/1645 UTC, 10 MeV protons 
exceeded 10 pfu (S1-Minor), reached a maximum of 1,490 pfu 
(S3-Strong) and decayed below the S1 level at 14/1725 UTC. The 100 
MeV proton flux exceeded the 1 pfu level at 10/1625 UTC, reached a 
maximum of 68 pfu at 10/2215 UTC and ended at 13/0335 UTC. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit was at 
moderate levels on 13-14 Sep and high levels on 11-12 and 15-17 Sep. 
A maximum of 46,263 pfu was observed at 17/1610 UTC. 


Geomagnetic field activity was a quiet to minor storm levels 
(G1-Minor) and major storm levels (G2-Moderate) during the summary 
period. Quiet to unsettled levels were observed on 11 Sep through 
late on 12 Sep due to waning effects from a negative polarity CH 
HSS. Late on 12 Sep through midday on 13 Sep, field activity 
increased to active to minor storm levels (G1-Minor) in response to 
CME effects from the 10 Sep X8 flare. During this timeframe, total 
field peaked at 16 nT, the Bz component reached a maximum southward 
extent of -12 nT and solar wind speed peaked at about 650 km/s. 
Quiet levels were observed for the remainder of 13 Sep through 
midday on 14 Sep. 


From midday on 14 Sep through 17 Sep, field activity was dominated 
by effects from a recurrent, positive polarity CH HSS. Unsettled to 
G1-Minor and G2-Moderate levels were observed through 16 Sep with 
quiet to active levels present on 17 Sep. During this timeframe, 
total field peaked at near 22 nT, the Bz component reached a maximum 
southward extent of -18 nT and solar wind speed peaked at about 775 
km/s. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 18 SEPT-14 OCT 2017 
Solar activity is expected to be at predominately very low levels on 


18-22 Sep and 08-14 Oct. R1-R2 (Minor-Moderate) levels are expected 
on 23 Sep-07 Oct due to the return of old Region 2673 (S09, L=119). 


The greater than 10 MeV protons at geosynchronous orbit are expected 
to remain at background levels from 18-22 Sep and 08-14 Oct. A 
chance for an S1-S2 (Minor-Moderate) proton event is possible from 
23 Sep-07 Oct in association with significant flare activity after 
the return of old Region 2673.

EDITORIAL: Religious freedom and the protection of faith

Editor's Note: To celebrate the 230th anniversary of our nationis 
founding document, we are inviting writers to submit guest editorials 
for civics week. 


With the ratification of the United States Constitution and Bill of 
Rights, the framers of our nation placed into federal law the very 
hope and expectation of many colonists who had made the formidable 
journey across the Atlantic to seek out the right to worship (or not) 
as they saw fit. Those early colonists left countries whose 
governments routinely wielded religious authority to justify 
repression and injustice. 


Over two centuries later, the principle and protection of religious 
liberty remain strong and clear in the First Amendmentis prohibition 
on government endorsement of, or interference with, matters of our 
faith. Unfortunately, sometimes our public officials are poor stewards 
of this constitutional legacy. Donald Trump now institutes de facto 
religious tests for those seeking immigration and naturalization 
services. Oklahoma lawmakers seek to broadcast their own purported 
righteousness on government granite, telling us what to believe and 
how to worship. 


And just this week in the town of Mounds, Okla., we discovered a 
police chief who uses his government position and power to push his 
proselytizing. 


These three examples all illustrate something many people overlook 
about the separation of church and state. While this principle is very 
much concerned with protecting government from religion when religion 
turns vile (to prevent the growth of things like the Taliban or ISIS, 
for instance), separation of church and state can be as much, if not 
more, about protecting religion from government. All three of the 
examples above violate not just the Constitution, but fundamental 


principles of the very Christian faith they purport to advance. When 
politicians exploit our faiths for their purposes, both our 
institutions of faith and democracy suffer. 


The founders of our nation understood that religious freedom is both 
costly to obtain and tempting to take. For those in power, co-opting 
religion offers a tantalizing candy store for perceived authority and 
legitimacy. That is perhaps why, in the hands of government officials, 
religion tends to be a force of repression and exploitation. In 
America alone, politicians and public officials have used purported 
teachings of Christianity to justify slavery, segregation, conquest, 
rape, torture, lynchings, forced sterilization and ethnic cleansing, 
just to name a few. 


On the other hand, while in the hands of the people, religion is a 
force for liberation. Legal slavery and segregation were abolished in 
America in great part because people of faith stood up against their 
government and declared that a higher law demanded equality for all. 
It is this force for good that suffers most when the separation of 
church and state goes unrespected. 


As we go about our lives under the umbrella of liberty our 
Constitution provides, it is important that we thank our founders not 
just for helping to ensure that our government remains free from 
religious encroachment, but that our religious beliefs remain freely 
ours. Both as a civil rights attorney and a practicing Christian, I am 
thankful daily that despite the best efforts of many a politician, my 
faith still belongs to me, not my government.
